William Sotheby, Eſq; a Minor, is Lord of, and pay a Fine at rg Wil af che 
Lord upon the Death or Alienation of the Tenant.— At theſe Mills, from the 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth to this Time, there hath been a Turnpike or Wier 
kept up for making Flaſhes of Water in the River Lee for the Navigation of Barges 
thereon : And there hath ſince the Memory of Man been taken by way of Tolls 
Two Shillings for every Barge going down the River, and One Shilling for going 
up, which hath amounted upon an Average for ſeveral Years lat paſt to £1008 
Tear, or thereabouts. Theſe Mills and Tolls are the Property of —— Pace, 
Widow of Edward Pace, who hath very little but theſe Mills and Tolls to 
maintain herſelf and five Children, or of thoſe Children, or ſome of them, and 
are held by Frederick Teuſb, under a Leaſe from the ſaid Edward, which com- 
menced at Midſummer 1765, for 21 Years, at the Yearly Rent of C. 60.—— 


in the County of Eſſex, 


Sometime before this Leaſe was made, Frederick Teuſh occupied the Mills —_ 
at Thirty Pounds per Annum, and Edward Pace, occupied and received the 
Tolle himſelf. Mr. Teyb, | beſides the additional Rent of Thirty Pounds, 
which he gave for the ſaid Tolls, paid Mr. Pace Two Hundred Guineas 
Pine .thereupon, and hath laid out between Two and Three Hundred 
Pounds in repairing the Turnpike or Wier. Mr. Teuſh and Mr. Roſe Fuller, 
who is great, Uncle of William Sotheby, the Lord of the Manor, after having 
ſcen the Plan of the intended Navigation of the ſaid River Lee, had ſeveral Confer- 
_ ences with ſome of the Truſtees of the preſent Navigation, being the Perſons wha 
have made Application to e tor the new one, and Mr. Fuller near Two 
VM.onths ago delivered to one of them, who appeared to be the moſt active in the 
pPreſent Scheme, a Propoſal in Writing, for a Compenſation for theſe Tolls, but 
neither the one or the other could ever get an explicit Anſwer in Writing or by _ 
Word of Mouth, *till Friday the roth of this Inſtant April, when Mr. Teuſb and 
Mr. Fuller attended a very numerous Meeting of the ſaid Truſtees, and laid the 
| Caſe as it is herein before {et forth before them, and endeavoured to convince them. 
that Mr. Teyh the Tenant, during his Term, and Mrs. Pace afterwards had a _ 
Right to a Compenſation for the Loſs of fo valuable a Property, and demanded 
L. 50 per Annum for the Loſs of the Tolls, and that upon a Computation that Mr. 
Teuſb by his Fine, Money laid out, and Rent actually paid fo much for them, and 
that Clauſes ſhould be Received in the intended Bill for that Purpoſe, and having 
been fully heard, they retired. The Truſtees,after a Debate, as Mr.7 eyſb was informed, 
ol near Three Hours, ſent Mr. Fuller the following Anſwer in Writing, to wit. 
„The Truſtees ſay that by the preſent Act, the Truſtees are not impowered 
to make Millers Satisfaction for their Tolls for their Mill Water, ® 


It is conceived the ſaid Anſwer may, though with the greateſt deference to ſo very 5 
reſpectable a Body of Gentlemen, as the Truſtees of the Navigation on the River 
L.ee, be juſtly called an evaſive one to the Queſtion put to them, which was no 

0 _ more than whether they would admit Clauſes into the Bill, for making and ſecuring > 
FF the Compenſation demanded, and proves plainly they intend not to treat with Mr. 
Le at all, but by means of an Act of Parliament to turn him and his Landlady _ 
3 and the Lord of the Manor out of their preſent quiet Poſſeſſion of their Eſtate _ 
in theſe Tolls and fo force them, either to loſe them for ever or recover them, or 
a Compenſation for them by an expenſive and troubleſome, and conſidering how _ 
the Minds of Men in the Neighbourhood of a River are warmed by the high no- 
tions generally conceived of the Advantages of an Inland Navigation, cven 
hazardous proceeding before a Jury, Mr. Teuſb is and always hath been and ſha!l be 
willing to treat with the Truſtees, but he wiſhes and chuſes rather to treat with 
them and have the Compenſation adjuſted and ſecured, when his Eſtate is in his 
Poſſeſſion, than after he ſhall be diveſted of it by Act of Parliament, and he doth 
not doubt of the Protection of the Houſe in ſo reaſonable a Deſire.
